WANTS § 3,000 DA3IAGES. 


J ustice Ho cker and Pro secuting ’ At­ 
to rney Murry Arfe At Outs Ov er 
a Criminal Case. 


J ustice P. S. Ho cker, o f Centra- 
lia, has filed suit fo r $3,000 in the 
Bo o ne co unty circuit co urt ag ainst 
J , H. Murry , pro secuting atto rney 
o f Bo o ne co unty . 
The case has dev elo ped ex trao r­ 
dinary features, and pro mises to 
be o f peculiar leg al interest, as 
bo th parties inv o lv ed are o fficials 
in the same co unty . 
Mr. Murry is 
serv ing a seco nd term as pro secut­ 
ing atto rney , and may ag ain be a 
candidate. 
Mr. Ho cker is a justice 
o f the peace in Centralia. 
The difficulty between the par­ 
ties aro se during the trial o f Wm. 
Asbury , o f Centralia. 
The latter 
was arraig ned in the co urt o f J us­ 
tice Ho cker fo r wife desertio n. 
J ustice Ho cker, 
after hearing 
the ev idence fo r the state, dis­ 
missed the case, declaring that the 
ev idence was no t sufficient. 
Atto rney Murry had Asbury re­ 
arrested and bro ug ht to trial Oc­ 
to ber 3 in the co urt o f J ustice J as. 
Oillespie, in Co lumbia, 
Mr. Murry assisted by J . H. 
Cuff, o f Centralia, appeared fo r 
the plaintiff, while J L. Stephens, 
o f Co lumbia, represented the de­ 
fendant. 
Mrs. Asbury appeared 
in co urt and testified ag ainst her 
husband. 
The testimo ny fo r the plaintiff 
went to sho w that Asbury had 
been seen mistreating his w ife ; 
that he had cursed her o n many 
o ccasio ns, and fo rced her to wo rk 
in the field as a farm hand. 
Atto rney Murry , in his address, 
made these po ints the basis fo r a 
mo st sig nificant arraig nment o f 
the defendant. In the co urse o f his 
remarks he to o k o ccasio n to co n­ 
demn the actio n o f J ustice Ho cker 
in a llo wing such brutality to g o 
unpunished. 
It is alleg ed by the 
friends o f J ustice Ho cker that Mr. 
Murry in his address made reflec­ 
tio ns o n the fo rmer. 
The trial resulted in the co nv ic­ 
tio n o f Asbury , and the impo sitio n 
o f a fine o f $5 00 and a sentence o f 
fiv e mo nths in the co unty jail. 
Asbury appealed the case "to the 
circuit co urt. 


RELIC OF ARKWRIGHT. 


ü sed by tbs Great Inventor When 
Ee 
Was a Earber. 
The development of the 
cotton 
trade with in the last 
century has 
placed Lancashire among the fore­ 
most counties in Eng land, and for 
this it has to thank Richard Ark­ 
wrig ht probably more than any other 
inventor of spinning machinery . He 
was born at Preston on December 23, 
H32, being the y oung est of 13 chil­ 
dren. 
After having received 
the 
merest rudiments of an education, he 
was apprenticed to a barber in iiis na­ 
tive town, and at tlie ag e of 28 opened 
a small shop in Churchg ate Bolt-on, 
combining the business of a peruke 
maker with haircutting and shaving . 
This shop is still ill ex istence, al- 
thoug li the front has been 
rebuilt 
within the last few y ears. 
The in­ 
terior, however, retains its orig inal 
condition, massive oak beams cross­ 
ing the ceiling s and running throug h 
the walls. 
The premises are still in 
the occupation of a ^flonsorial artist/’ 
who is sufficiently up to date to have 
an electric lig ht at the cnehof his pole. 
The leaden cistern used by Ark­ 
wrig ht to hold the water for shaving 
purposes is now in the possession of 
a Mr. Skelton, of Birkdale, near 
Southport. This g entleman’s g rand­ 
father boug ht the business from a 
barber of the name of Grune, who bad 
succeeded Arkwrig ht when the in­ 
ventor discovered that he could make 
more money out of his own head than 
he could off the heads of other people. 
This cistern is a most interesting ex ­ 
ample of leadwork,-and 
evidently 
from the date (1C03) on the front was 
a respectable ag e when boug ht 
by 
Arkwrig ht. 
In 17G9 Arkwtig ht pat­ 
ented the spinning frame, which laid 
the foundation of our vast factory 
sy stem and of his fortune. 
He was 
appointed hig h sheriff of Derby shire, 
and received the honor of knig litliood 
at the hands of Georg e III. on the oc­ 
casion of presenting an address 
of 
cong ratulation to his majesty cn his 
escape from the attempt on his life 
hv Mareraret Xicholson. 
lie died at 
Cromford in 1T9 2, in his 
six tieili 
y ear, one of the wealthiest common­ 
ers in Ene:Iand.— London Star.

Too Long Hours in School Often Result 
in Mental Dissipation. 
Eeg ardiiig the number of hours of 
mental application per day which may 
he safely ex pected of a pupil in school, 
investig ations have tended to show 
that there is a dang er of req uiring loo 
many . 
When pupils return to school 
morning after morning without hav- 
o 
o 
ing recovered from the previous day 's 
labors, it is evident that too heavy 
draug hts are being made upon their 
nervous capital. It may be said in re­ 
ply that many factors conspire to 
produce this depicted condition, as 
insufficient sleep, inadeq uate nutri­ 
tion, and outside duties; but tlie an­ 
swer is that under sucli unfavorable 
circumstances less work may be de­ 
manded. 
As 
the 
curriculum is 
planned in miany 
places, alike in 
g raded and ung raded schools, the 
pupils is ex pected to he employ ed in 
the school for five or six hours a dav 
no matter what may be his ag e, and to 
this work should he added studies at 
home for the older students. Xow, as 
Kraeplin has justly observed, nature 
ordains that a y oung child should 
not g ive six hours’ daily concentrated 
attention in the 
schoolroom, hut, 
rather, she has taken pains to implant 
deeply within him a profound in­ 
stinct to preserve liis mental health 
by refusing to attend to hard work 
for such a long period. Conseq uent­ 
ly , in such an educational reg ime, the 
mind of the pupil continually wan­ 
ders from the duties in hand. 
The 
most serious aspect of this is appar­ 
ent, that when attention is constant­ 
ly demanded and not g iven, or when 
a pupil i'S prefending or attemjiting 
to keep his thoug hts turned in a g iven 
direction, y et allows them to drift 
aimlessly because he is 
practically 
unable to control them, he is acq uir­ 
ing an unfortunate habit of mental 
dissipation.— Prof. M. V. O'Shea, in 
Appletons’ Popular Science Monthly .
